In  this  report  there  are  only  two  diseases  that  appear  to  hare  a 
definite  upward  trend  orer  a ten-year  period.  The ae  are  genorrhea  and  ^IQf 
Mountain  arotted  feror.  The  increaae  in  gonorrhea  nay  bo  due,  wbolly  or  in 
part,  to  an  lap rove went  in  reporting.  Insufficient  erldence  la  available  at 
present  to  decide  this  question.  The  Rocky  Mountain  spotted  fever  rate  of  1.7 
casee  per  100,000  population,  although  the  highest  in  the  past  ten  years,  does 
not  represent  a great  Increase  over  the  previous  highs  of  1.5  in  1944  and  1.2 
in  1938.  This  disease  will  bear  watching,  however. 

Encouraging  declines  have  taken  placo  in  diphtheria.  tiThcl!  fever, 
and  whoop Irv  cough  in  the  past  ten  years.  The  1946  rates  for  dlphtherls  and 
typhoid  fever  are  the  lowest  on  record.  The  1946  rate  for  nhooplng  cough  le 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  except  for  the  year  1036. 

galALlA,  which  was  prevalent  to  a Halted  axtent  in  returning 
service  eon,  apparently  has  not  Increased  in  incidence  in  the  civilian  popula- 
tion. Endoelc  typhus  fever,  which  increased  over  a period  of  ten  years  to  set 
s new  high  in  1944,  has  now  declined  for  two  years  in  succession.  Two  ?sba l - 
pox  cases  occurred  in  1946.  The  first  year  of  no  reports  of  this  disease  is 
still  to  cow* . 

Reports  of  priaary  and  secondary  cases  of  svrhll is  rose  sharply  this 
year.  This  increase  is  probably  associated  with  the  return  of  service  wen. 
Although  reports  of  late  cases  continued  to  decline,  the  rise  in  early  cases 
was  large  enough  to  cause  an  increase  in  the  total  for  all  stages  combined, 
for  the  first  tlae  since  1939. 

Tuberculosis  cases  wore  wore  mcerous  in  1946  than  In  the  previous 
year;  however,  the  fact  that  tuberculosis  deaths  set  a record  low  this  same 
year  ahows  that  lap  roved  case-finding  Is  responsible  for  tho  rise  in  mortality 
More  tuberculosis  casos  are  being  located  early,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
53.3  per  cent  of  the  active  cases  reported  in  1946  wore  rlnlnal  or  only 
•oderetely  advancad  whllo  51.7  por  cent  of  tho  1°45  casee  were  in  the  so  etafee 

Tularogla  cases  in  1946  were  double  those  for  1945,  which  wero  also 
deeldodly  Increased  over  the  previous  year.  Durlt*  the  ten  years  previous  to 
1945  the  tula  reel  a morbidity  rate  retained  relatively  constant.  Tho  Increases 
of  tho  past  two  years  nay  be  significant  in  view  of  this  fact. 

Undular.t  fevor  declined  sowowhat  tMs  year  to  offset  the  slight 
lncreaso  that  oocurred  in  1944. 

Changes  in  the  aorbldity  rates  of  the  other  reportable  diseases  are 
not  of  partioular  significance.
